LONDON, June 6.—A German destroy- 
er has been sunk and another damaged 
in a running fight between six German 
destroyers and Commodore Tyrwhitt’s 
squadron, the admiralty announces.

The text of the admiralty announce- 
ment reads: 

“The Vice-Admiral at Dover reports 
that the enemy naval base and work- 
shops at Ostend were heavily bombard- 


ed early this morning. Many rounds 
were fired with good results. The en-

“Commodore Tyrwhitt aiso reports 
that his force of light cruisers and de- 
stroyers engaged six German destroy- 
ers at long range in a running fight.

The bombardment of Ostend is anothef 
indication that an important military 
movement in Northern France and Bel- 
gium is planned by Gen. Haig. The 
artiliery and aerial activity continues at 
the northern end of the battle front and 
eeveral air raids have been made by the 
British forces on the German bases at 
Ostend, Zeebrugge and Bruges. 

The aerial attacks on German estab- 
lishments in Belgium are being con- 
tinued vigorously by the British. Fur- 
ther operations were reported officially 
today as follows: 

“Naval airplanes on Sunday night at- 
tacked the airdome at St. Denis Wes- 
trem, near Ghent. Many bombs were 
dropped with good results. Thé enemy’s 
seaplane base at Zeebrifgge was at- 
tacked by our seaplanes at the same 
time and shipping in Bruges also was 
bombed. All our machines returned 
safely. ” 

Activity South of Ypres. 

The most interesting feature in the 
Meager official reports is the repeated 
announcement of a tremendous artillery 
duel in progress around the little Bel- 
gian village. of Wytschaete, about five 
miles south of Ypres. From this point 
as far south as the famous Vimy Ridge, 
#0 miles away, the guns are roaring day 
and night, apparently indicating that 
Gen. Haig has chosen this wide sector 
for his next big blow. In this connec- 
tion it is recalled that Gen. Maurice, 
Director-General of military operations, 
predicted some weeks ago that the next 
British offensive would be on a vaster 
scale than any which preceded it. 

Wytschaete marks the head of a short 
salient held by the Gérmans south of 
Ypres. This salient is roughly three 
miles deep and averages about the 
same extent in width. Its great im- 
pertance lies in the fact that it is the 
only high land between the British and 
Ulle. Once in the possession of the 
British their guns would command thal 
broad plain between the plateau and 
Lille, a distance of about 10 miles.

PEACE LEAGUE FAVORED 


Proposals Accepted and advo- 
cated by Government and Are 
Adopted 453 to 55. 


PARIS, June 5.—By a vote of 463 to 
56 the Chamber of Deputies in secret 
session has adopted a resolution declar- 


ing that peace conditions must include 
the liberation of territories occupied by 
the return of Alsace-Lor- 
raine to France and just reparation for 
damage done in the invaded regions. 
The resolution, which was accepted by 
the Government, also favors the crea- 
tion of a league of nations for the 
maintenance of peace. 

The secret session, which was ad- 
journed from Saturday, continued all 
yesterday afternoon and evening until 
midnight. 

When the doors were thrown open to 
the public shortly after midnight Presi- 
dent Paul Deschanel read four resolu- 
tions which had been submitted. One 
was drawn by Deputies -Klotz, Charles 
and Dumont, representing the opinion 
of the majority group. The other thre2 
were presented by different sections uf 
the Socialists. 


Text of Resolution Adopted. 

The first resolution, which was ac- 
cepted by tbe Government, read: 
‘‘The Chamber of Deputies, the direct 
expression of the sovereignty of the 
French people, salutes the Russian and 
other allied democracies and indorses 
the unanimous protest which the repre- | 
sentatives of Alsace-Lorraine, torn from 
France against their will, have made 
to the National Assembly. It declares 
that it expects from the war imposea 
upon Europe by the aggression of im- 
perialist Germany the return of Al- 
sace-Lorraine to the mother country, 
together with liberation of invaded ter- 
riiories and just reparation for dam- 
age. 
“Far removed from ali thoughts of 
conquest’and enslavement, it expects 
that the efforts of the French repub 
lic and her allies will secure, once 
Prussian militarism is destroyed, dur- 
able guarantees for peace and inde- 
pendence for peoples, great and small, 
in a league of nations such as has al- 
ready been foreshadowed. 


“Confident that the Government will 
bring this about by the co-ordinated 
military and diplomatic action of all 
the allies, and rejecting all amend- 
ments, the Chamber passes to the order 
ct the day.”

Speaker at Convention Says 
That They Are Not Only II- 
legal but Dishonest. 


DEFENDS READERS’ RIGHT 

Louis Wiley of New York Times 

Says ‘Business Immorality’”’ 
Will Be Punished. 


Louis Wiley, business manager of the 
New York Times, told members of the 
Newspaper Department of the Associ- 
ated Advertising Clubs, in room 331 Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building, this afternoon, 
that the printing of ‘‘free publicity” ad 
vertising matter under the guise of news 
Was against the laws of the Ur.ited 
States, in addition to being bad business 
for the newspaper which prints it. 

“Free publicity is not only illezal,”’ 
he continued, “but a deception upon the 
readers of a newspaper. Every news- 
paper reader has a right to expect that 
the articies printed in the nows col- 
umns shall be genuine news. To print 
advertisements, puffs, statements which 
are not news, under the guise of news, 
unless they are labeled as adveriise- 
‘ments as required by law, is. doceit. 
Newspapers which practice imposition 
of this kird always are punished. Both 
advertisers and readers lose coufidence 
in. and gradually desert such publica- 
tions. 

‘*The publication of advertisements un 
der the guise of news is also 1 violu- 
tion of business morals. It impairs the 
integrity of the newspaper. Newspapers 
are chargeable with lax brvsiness morals 
when they co-operate in doing a thing 
which does not bear the stamp of the 
highest standards of newspaper ethics. 
In the development of the mora) sense 
of newspapers, that which was once re- 
garded as enaurable, is now looked upon 
as unjust to advertisers and to readers 
and unworthy of we newspapers thern- 
selves. 

“The most dithcure part of a news ed- 
itor’s duty is the separation of new. 
from advertising. There is so much 
news in advertising, and frequently so 
much advertising in news, thn. creat 
skill and judgment are required ‘o make 
a successful separation. The constant 
effert on the part of the advertiser is 
to rse the news columns for his ativer- 
tising purposes. Many are the ingenious 
efforts of advertisers to securs free pub- 
iicity. 

‘The best rule for an editor is to treat 
news as news. If a thing has rews 
value it should be printed, whether or 
not it helps the advertiser, bit it should 
never be printed as news simply be- 
cause it helps the advertiger.’’ 
Demonstrations of American patriot- 
ism and fraternal feeling for England 
marked this morning’s general session 
of the Associated Clubs in the Jefferson 
Theater. These displays of loyalty were 
aroused by O. C. Ham of New York, 
advertising manager of the National 
Lead Co., and chairman of the Commit-

JOLIET CONVICTS 
FIRE 5 BUILDINGS, 
TROOPS QUELL ROT 


Prisoners Under Control After 
Six Hours of Violence m Which 
5 Men Are Hurt. 


FIREMEN BLOCKED OUT 


Paint Shop and Chapel Destroyed 
Before Soldiers Arrive; 200 
Convicts Still Held at Bay. 


JOLIET, lL, June 5.—A persistent riot 
kept the State penitentiary in turmoil 
nere today. After six hours of fire and 
violence, despite the presence of a 
battalion of the’ First Illinois Infantry, 
20¢ of the 1600 convicts remained herded 
i a corner of the prison wall, fenced in 
oy bayonets in the hands of the so!- 
diers. They jeered the soldiers and 
threw such missiles as they could at 
them, or used clubs and iron bars in 
personal encounters when the men in 
khaki came too close. Maj. J. V. Clin- 
nen, in command, was without orders 
to shoot to kill, or to willfully injure 
the convicts. 

During the forenoon two guards were 
injured, one by a thrown missile and 
the other by a rebounding bullet, and 
three convicts slightly clubbed by rifles 
or mildly prodding bayonets. Five build- 
ings were fired. Three were saved, but 
the paint and oil shop and the chapel 
were destroyed. 

Two companies of the guardsmen who 
are in Federal service, and who were 
sent to the scene only after permission 
had been obtained from Gen. Barry at 
Chicago, were inside the enclosure and 
one company outside to prevent escapes 
in the confusion. 

How Trouble Started. 


The trouble started at breakfast at 7 
o’clock over an order of temporary War- 
den Bowen restricting the visiting list 
to relatives of prisoners. Tables were 
overturned and dishes thrown about. 
Disorder broke out afresh at 10 o'clock 
when fire was discovered in the rattan 
factory. Prison firemen who attacked 
the flames were assailed by convicts, but 
the fire was put out. Meanwhile the 
Sheriff and the Adjutant-General of the 
State were appealed to for help. 
Firemen who arrived from this city 
could not enter for an hour owing -to the 
mob of convicts at the gate. The first 
soldiers forced a way in for them. Des- 
ultory fighting continued for hours. A 
dense smoke arose and it was feared 
that under its cover convicts might 
climb over the walls. It was nearly 
noon before a sufficient force had ar- 
rived to make progress against the out- 
break. With the restrictions on the use 
of their weapons against a mob armed 
with all sorts of weapons save fire- 
arms, it was a difficult task, but by 
firmness and patience all the prisoners 
but the stubborn .200 were back in thet: 
cells. 
Capt. H..C. Hidgeway of E Company 
was guarding ‘“‘Solitary’’ when he was 
attacked by a big negro. There was a 
terrific encounter for a moment untii 
the soldier knocked his assailant un- 
conscious with a blow from his pistol. 
The first work of the soldiers was to 
clear the convicts away from the blaz- 
ing buildings so that the firemen ‘could 
work. This was quickly accomplished. 
Fire Over Convicts’ Heads, 
The militia gradually forced the scat- 
tered groups of convicts to a corner of 
the yard. The work was hampered by 
the darkness caused by the smoke of 
the burning buildings. Acting on the 
order of their commanders, the guards- 
men fired several volleys, aiming high, 
so as not to kill. The shots had an im- 
mediate effect and when the convicts 
were driven to a corner of the yard more 
effective work was done by the firemen.

Thé fact that a man registers ters does not

Not until then will any man know 
whether he has been drawn for the first 
increment of 660,000 men who, it is ¢x- 
pected, will be training to serve the col- 
ors of the United States by September 
or October. 
After the men have been drafted the 
question of exemptions will come up to 
be decided by fair and impartial boards. 
They will determine whether physical 
or mental defects debar a man from 
service or whether the dependence of 
others on him or the country's need of 
him in civil life make it necessary to 
exempt him from service at the front.

KET EXPECTS 
KIDNAPED BOY'S 
RETURN TONIGHT 


Springfield Banker Admits Being 
in Communication With His 
Child’s Abductors. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 

Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., 
sons in the confidence of J. Holland 
Keet, father of Lloyd Keet, the lt 
months-old child who was kidnaped on 


the night of May 30 from the Keet 
home in Meadowmere place, express 
confidence that the boy will be returned 
to the parents within a few hours, prob- 
ably tonight. 

Keet and his wife are calm in the 
same. confidence. Keet persists in his 
determination to handle the case with- 
out essistance of the authorities. He 
will not divulge anything beyond his 
admission yesterday that he has been 
in communication with the abductors 
since the first letter from them was re- 
ceived, that he has information the 
child is being well cared for and that 
he is confident he will soon be able tu 
arrange a plan to get the baby. 

An official who is in Keet’s confi- 
dence said last night he knew exactly 
on what Keet based his confidence that 
the child was being well cared for, and 
declared his belief that within 24 hours 
from that time the parents would have 
the Keet child. 

Mrs. Keet, although she said today 
that even she was not advised of the 
progress. of negotiaticns between her 
husband and the kidnapers, feels that 
in a very short time she will have 
in that 
assurance she was calm and almuvoset 
cheerful when she related the circum- 
stances o* the child's disappearance. 


“T have felt from the firat,’’ she said, 
“that my beby would be returned. I 
have not permitted myself to think 
anything else. There has never been 
a case, has there, of a kidnaped child 
not being returned in good condition? 
That is the purpose of the kidnapers—to 
restore the child and obtain ransom. 
We are willing to pay the ransom, so 
why should not the child be returned? 
But I want it to be soon. We are not 
concerned about the capture of the kid- 
napers. We only want our baby back ” 
Mrs. Keet stood at the door of the 
sun parlor through which the kidnapers 
entered the home to steal the baby. The 
door was not locked that night. when 
Mr. and Mrs. Keet went to the dance 
at the Country Club. They rarely locked 
their doors. They never had hud a 
thought of the Laby being stolen. The 
night of the kidnaping Mrs. Keet left 
part of her jewelry in a box fn the room 
where the baby lay sleeping. It was 
not molested. 

The child's nurse, Ida McCammon. 21 
years old, looked into bis room at 10 2% 
o'clock to see that Lioyd was covered 
and then went to ved in an adjoining

he justify his policy of handling the sit- 
uation himself. The demand was pronipt- 
ed by the feeling that unless ,igorous 
efforts were made to run the kidnapers 
down, other children would be in danger. 

Friends conferred with Keet and made 
this clear to him. To them he declared 
his belief that the fate of the child de- 
pended upon a continuonce of private 
negotiations. It was at their sugges- 
tion that he announced in a fofmal state- 
ment that negotiations were proceeding. 
The announcement reconciled the com- 
munity to a further wait, Keet was not 
visible about town yesterday afternoon, 
and last night there were reports that 
he had left in an automobile. Inquiries 
at his home were met with the statement 
that he had gone to bed. His wife said 
today he was at home all night. 

An unconfirmed report which receives 
credence is that the kidnappers have 
increased their demand. Whether this 
is true it is thought that the only diffi- 
culty in the way of the child's return 


is the making of arrangements which 
will satisfy the kidnapers of their ability 
to get away after receiving the money. 
Keet is willing to give them.

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RUSSIA PROPOSED 


Advocated in Rheinisch- 
Westphalian Meeting. 


Speaker Declares That 
Cranks Put Trust in Interna- 
tiohal Conventions. 


COPENHAGEN, June 5.—A program 
for the dismemberment of Russia was 
put forward at a meeting at Essen of 
the newly formed Rhe:nisch-Westphal- 
ian branch of the Independent Commit- 
tee for a German Peace, the organiza- 
tion of the Pan-Germans. Blood and 
iron was the keynote of the meeting and 
the speakers advocated far-reaching 
plans of German territorial aggrandize- 
ment. 
The principal speaker declared it was 
useless to attempt separate negotiations 
with the Russian provisional] Govern- 
ment, but suggested that advantage 
might be taken of present cqnditions in 
Russia to approach the Finns and Little 
Russians with peace proposals, 
serted that Finland and the Ukraine 
could easily be detached from Russia. 


Would Seize Twa Provinces. 
The speaker further advocated the 


seizure by Germany of Lithuania and 
Courland, and their colonization by the 
2,000,000 German-speaking Russians from 
the interior of the Slavic dominions, 
thus weakening, Russia and establishing 
a complete bulwark of dependent states 
east of Germany and Austria-Hungary. 
Advocates War Indemnities. 

Prof. Busch of Marburg University, 
another of the speakers, recommended, 
according to the Koelnische Zeitung, the 
imposition of war indemnities in the 
form of raw materials, such as Sweden 
exacted from Priissia after the 30 years’ 
war. Prof. Busch also said: 
’ “Only cranks trust in international 
conventions, and as for disarmament 
treaties, they are not worth the paper 
they are written on. Neutrals, as history 
shows, have always tried to spoil the 
triumph of the victor. President Wilson 
plays -the same role as Napoleon III, 
after the battle of Sadowa, but Wilson 
may also meet his Sedan. May the 
sword remain unsheathé@d until diploma- 
cy has spoken its last word.” 

Dr. Beumer, a Prussian Deputy, ex- 
tolled Bismarck’s maxim, ‘‘the only sane 
basis of a great state is a healthy ego- 
ism, not romanticism.”’ Dr. Beumer 
urged the return to Bismarckian man- 
ner of conducting Germany's foreign 
policy. 

Czernin’s Supposer Peace Terms. 
“Austro-Hungarian public opinion,” as 
interpreted by the official Austrian tele- 
graphic correspondence bureau in a dis- 
patch purporting to summarize the re- 


monarchy’s war aims, generally sup- 
ports the proposals of Count Czernin. 
the Foreign Minister, for a peace with- 
out annexations, so far as Russia is con- 
cerned. 

It declares, however, that opinion is 
opposed to the restoration of Servia as 
that nation existed before the war, and 
demands the retention of Montenegro's 
mountain fortress, Lovchen; the crea- 
tion of an autonomous Albania, depend- 
ent upon Austria-Hungary: the exten- 
sion of the frontiers at Italy's expense, 
the establishment of & Balkan customs 
union dependent upon Austria-Hungary, 
and some form of war indemnity which 
will recompense the monarchy for the 
immense costs of the war and bring 
r about economic revival of the*country. 
Those familiar with the méthods of the 
correspondence bureau, which agency is 
formally and officially a department of 
the Asutro-Hungarian Foreign Otfice in 
setting forth public opinion, have slight 
hesitation in taking the foregoing sum- 
mary as a statement of Count Czernin’s 
views on peace terms, this making it 
evident that his adhesion to the formula 
of “‘peace without annexations’’ applies 
toward Russia. 

The demands regarding Italy are 
phrased as “‘increaséd adequate protec- 
tion against renewed Italian lust of ag- 
gression.’’ They are another way of 
stating the formula of Archduke Fred- 
erick when he was at the height of his 
success in the Trentino offensive, that 
the object in fact was the necessary ex- 
tension of the monarchy's frontier. 
Regarding the customs fnion, the sum- 
mary adopts the recent cabled phrase- 
ology of the Vienna Neue Frete Presse 
regarding measures to assure Austria- 
Hungary's commercial liberty and rights 
of navigation of the Danube.

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WASHINGTON, June 6.—On the eve 
of war registration day, Secretary Lane 
made a speech before the Home Club of 


which he addressed a word to those who 


is at war, Lane said, in self-' 


uncivilized war, but war! All rules have 
been thrown away; all nobility; man 
has come down to the primitive bri:te. 
And while we cannot justify we will not 
intervene. It is not our war.’ 

“Then why are we in? Because we 
could not keep out.” 

The invasion of Belgium, which opened 
the war, led to the invasion of the 
'United States by slow, steady, legical 
steps. Our sympathies evolved inte a 
conviction of self-interest. Our love of 
fair play ripened into alarm at our own 
peril. 

“We talked in the language and in 
the spirit of good faith and sincerity as 
honest men should talk, until we-disccv- 
ered our talk was construed as cuw- 
ardice. And Mexico was called upon 
to cow us. We talked as men would 
talk who cared alone for peace and the 
advancement .of their own materia! in- 
terests, until we discovered that we 
were thought to be a nation of more 
money-makers, devoid of all churacter— 
until, indeed, we were told that we 
could not walk the highways of the 
world without permission of a. Prussian 
soldier; that our ships might not sail 
without wearing a striped uniform of 
humiliation, a narrow path of national 
subservience. 


Agreements Are Worthless. 

‘‘We talked as men talk who hope for 
honest agreement—not for war—until we 
found that the treaty torn to pieces at 
Liege was but the symbol of a policy 
that made agreements worthless against 
a purpose that knew no word but suc- 
cess. 

“And so we come into this war for 
ourselves. It is a war tO save America, 
to preserve self-respect, to justify our 
right to live as we have lived—not as 
someone else wishes us to live. In the 
name. of -freedom _we challenge with 
ships and men, money and an undaunt- 
ed spirit that word ‘Verboten’ which 
Germany has written upon the sea and 
upon the land. For America is not the 
name of so much territory. It is liv- 
ing spirit, born in travail, grown in the 
rough school of bitter experiences; a 
living spirit which has purpose and 
pride—knows why it wishes to live and 
to what end; knows how it comes to 
be respected in the world and hopes to 
retain that respect by living on with 
the light of Lincoln’s love of man as 
its old and new testament. 

‘It is more precious that this Amer- 
ica should live than that we Americauis 
should live. And this America, as we 
now see, has been challenged from the 
first of this war by the strong arm of 
a Power that has no sympathy with 
our purpose and will not hesitate to 
destroy us if the law that we respect, 
the rights that are to us sacred or the 
spirit that. we have, stand across her 
set will to make this world bow before 
her policies, backed by her organized 
and scientific military system. 

Still Hear Cry From Sea. 

‘We are fighting Germany because she 
sought to terrorize us and then to fool 
us. We could not believe Germany 
would do what she said she would upon 
the seas. 

“We still hear the piteous cry of chil- 
Gren coming up out of the sea where 
the Lusitania went down! And Ger- 
riany .has never asked forgiveness of 
the world! 

“America speaks for the world in 
fighting Germany. Mark on a map 
those countries which are Germany's 
allies and you will mark but four, run- 
ning from the Baltic through Austria 
and Bulgaria to Turkey. All the other 
nations—the whole globe around—are 
in arms against her or are unable to 
move. There is deep meaning in this. 

“We fight with the world for an 
honest world, in which nations keep 
their word, for a world in which na- 
tions do not live by swagger or by 
threat; for a world in which men. think 
of the ways in which they can conquer 
the common cruelties of nature, in- 
stead of inventing more horrible cruel- 
ties to inflict upon the spirit and body 
of man; for a world in which the am 
bition of the philosophy of a few sha!! 
not make miserable all mankind: for u 
world in which the man is held mors 
precious than the machine, the systen: 
or the state.”’

_ Now, the women in their speeches 
‘among themselves demonstrated in- 


' telligence and comprehension of the 
Ddusiness, and showed themselves so 


‘far as I am able to judge, to be of 
‘quite as much ability as men, an 
‘the fact is generally conceded that 


80 per cent of all the buyers appealed 
‘to through advertising are women. 


‘Certainly women ought to know 


Why is it, then? But the answer to 
the conumdrum also was there. Even 
the cleverest and most successful 


women advertisers are not self ad- 


vyertisers—not as much 80 as women 


tr almost any other profession. Ap- 


parently they share the instincts of 
the cook in the cheap restaurant who 
never eats there. 


There was Miss Jane Martin, who as 
advertising manager of the Sperry & 
Hutchinson Co., a trading stamp busi- 
ness, is said to receive a salary of $10,000 

year, neglecting the most elementary 
alds of self-advertising employed by 
other women. She does nothing to en- 
hance her appearance and employs no 
arts. Or graces of address. She wore a 
[practical but undeniably cheap and 
plain cotton coat suit, d still less pre- 
tentious ready-made cotton waist and a 
hat that may have been selected for 
cheapness und; comfort, certainly not 
for richness or style. This is not say- 
ing that Miss Martin réquires any arti- 
ficial aids to impressiveness. She has 
personality. She personifies the frank, 
unassuming, friendly qualities, not ag. 
gressively, but in a purely feminine, al- 
most motherly manner. It isn’t a pose, 


= if it is, it is such a consistent one as 
to defy detection, It is easy to see, 
though, how it is worth a gold mine as 
@ means of compiling confidence in the 
goods she advertises. 

And there was Miss Daisy Nirdlinge-, 
President of the St. Louis Women’s Ad- 
vertising Club and an officer of the 
Fisher-Steinbrugge agency, attired in a 
costume that would have done it «oO 
a late Victorian sewing bee—biack silk 
with a touch of-ol@ real lace—and with 
& manner quite as modest and retiring. 

When it came to their speeches, 
though most of them were read from 
the written paper, their substance 
showed how the brains of some of these 
women are behind some of the cleverest 
advertisements of all this advertising 
age. 

Miss Anita Moore, speaking, as she 
said, from 15 years’ experience in both 
the news and advertising branches »>f 
newspaper* work, told how with sus- 
picion the advertising person is regard- 
ed in tye editorial rooms. as ‘‘a bomb 
likely to explode without warning.”’ She 
told of her experience in helping, 1s of- 
ficial press ageiit, to ‘sell the conven- 
tion to St. Louis.”’ 

Miss Nirdlinger, under the topic of 
the awakened women told how women 
have been educated through advertisinse 
in real legsons of efficiency and true 
frugality. 

Miss Camilla Donworth spoke of the 
comparatively new but enormously in- 
creasing use of the motion picture as an 
advertising medium. She is engaged in 
planning, executing and distributing the 
films Often they are so interesting that 
the theaters pay for the use of them and 
the cost of distributing them is nothing. 

The Rev. Dr. D. E. Weigle of Phila- 
delphia addressed the women on church 
advertising. g 

‘‘We want to pay for our advertising,’’ 


he said. “‘We want men on our directo-

ries who think not in terms of $10 a week | 


but in $100,000 terms. 
“We want professional paid musicians. 
We want preachers who are captains of 
industry. And having sold the public we 
want them to go away satisfied and 
‘repeat order.’ "’

Miss Gerhard in her speech voiced the 
impression that I have already noted, 
namely that the women who are peers 
capable fail when it comes to adver- 
tising themselves. her 
Society Women Advertised, 
‘The society woman advertises her- 
self,’ said Miss Gerhard. “And why 
not?’’ And there are women in various 
professions well advertised. But I should 
like to see all interests of women pro- 
moted. Women undersell themselves. 
Women and their ability are in need of 
publicity.”’ 
There was present Mrs. George Brew- 
ster Gallup, not an advertising woman 
herself, btu the wife of an advertising 
man of Boston, who also emphasized 
this note, called upon the women to get 
into bigger fields and to demand more 
recognition in the men's association.

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THE PAN-GERMAN MENACE. 

In his interesting article in the Atlantic Month- 
ly, republished in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
Andre Cheramade points out the menace to Ger- 
many’s enemies in the pan-German scheme of 
uniting all the peoples of Central Europe, inciud- 
ing Turkey, under German leadership and domina- 
tion. 

Mr. Cheramade points out that the foundation of 
this pan-German imperia) federation is laid 
through the knowledge and skill of German states- 
men and soldiers and the blunders of the entente 
Powers in neglecting until too late the one essen- 
tial factor to blocking it-—the free passage from 
Germany and Austria to Bulgaria and Turkey. 
While the all were engaged in futile assaults 
on the Dardanelles and were daliying over Greece 
and the Far ‘Wast, Germany assured the physical 
|union of Middle Europe and the protection of 
the Danube passage by crushing Servia and 
siezing half of Rumania. The bond between Ger- 
‘Many and her allies was made secure and Ger- 
many became the dominant leader of 176,000,000 
souls, partly allied and partly conquered peoples.

Victory would rapidly consolidate the combine 
and equip Germany for further conquest, but even 
a draw would enable Berlin to perfect the pan- 
German plan and enter another war with bright 
prospects of dominating Europe. 

Mr. Cheramade’s warning is not only interest- 
ing, but profoundly important .w. the United 
States. He directs it to us as the basis of 
urgent advice to prepare for a great struggle 
and to strike as rapidly and powerfully ‘as possi- 
ble. 

As the nation which cee bear the brunt of the 
onslaught in the event of the accomplishment of 
pan-German aims in Europe, he emphasizes the 
necessity of our awakening to the extent of our 
job and the need of swift and effective action. 
Mr. Cheramade’s suggestion that we cast aside 
all prejudices and suspicions and join with Japan 
to throw all the weight and power of the two na- 
tions into the struggle with the Germanic combine 
is valuable. If Germany conquers in Europe, 
America and Japan will have to meet the Ger- 
manic forces and stop the tide of Central Eu- 
rope’s conquests. Japan’s stake is as great as ours. 
German progress in the East will menace Japan’s 
dominance in Asia. Turkey and Persia will only 
be passage ways to India and China. United and 
co-operating in European fields Japan and the 
United States could stop German progress. Our 
combined physical weight would defeat Germany. 
now. 

Of course, Germany has her own problems to 
solve before realizing her plans of domination 
and conquest. They are serious and the combine 
may fall to pieces. Disaster or a combination of 
national and racial ambitions may destroy it. 
But Germany is making progress and the possi- 
bilities presented by Mr. Cheramade constitute a 
menace which we must meet. 

There is substance enough to his case to make 

it imperative that we waguett no means to assure 
victory and safety. There should by all means 
be a conference between representatives of the 
United States and Japan. In the co-operation of 
these two nations may lie the shortest and easiest 
road to victory and peace. 
QUICK SERVICE AFTER REGISTRATION. 
Provost Marshal-General Crowder interpreted 
public sentiment when he said that there should 
be no delay in calling men to service after regis- 
tration. Doubtless there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of young men who will serve their country 
ungrudgingly in her time of need, but it is only 
fair to them to let them know at the earliest 
possible moment whether they are to be called 
to the colors or not. 
The most disturbing thing about the draft has 
been its uncertainty. Boys just out of school— 
or in school, for that matter—do not know what 
plans to make for the coming months because 
they do not know whether they are to enter the 
army. Most of the men selected will want several 
weeks arranging their business affairs. They 
should be relieved of all suspense as soon as pos- 
sible. , 
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A PRESS-MUZZLING CENSORSHIP. 
Although ex-Attorney-General Wickersham pro- 
fessed to discuss as a nonpartisan the trend of

With the unconstitutionality of the proposed 
censorship as his thesis, however, he reached 
conclusions that are unassailable and worthy of 
general acceptance. He did not address himself to 
the particular point as to how far the war powers 
of Congress may override temporarily the limi- 
tations of ordinary times, a point on which lay- 
men are desirous of enlightenment. Apparently 
he does not believe t Congress can exercise 
unusual and extra titutional authority in ter- 
ritory not actually oceupied as a fighting zone. 

Even more impressive than his legal argument 
was his showing on the undesirability of a cen- 
sorship law—its suppression of facts the people 
have a right to know, its concealment of blunders 
and wrongdoing, its protection for bureaucratic 
arrogance and incompetence. He might have 
made an equally strong showing on its imprac- 
tieability. Should information valuable to the 
enemy be printed, ite penalties would be invoked 
too late, after mischief was done. Autocracies 
make censorship laws effective by a surveillance 
over printing offices and arbitrary examination 
of the tentative contents of newspaper editions 
before they are printed. Are our people ready for 
such a system? If so, how is it to be put in effect 
with our multitude of publications of all sorts?

The Rosen peace syllogism is based on the im- 
possibility of defeating Germany. Much water 
will run under the bridges of the Marne before 
the entente Governments accept a premise so ob- 
viously false and monstrous.

Many Ways of Telling Time 


about astronomy. Not having oth- 

er good ways of counting time, 
they had to count it by the stars. For 
instance, it was important always to 
fix in the yearly calendar the rising of 
one star called Sotnis, or Sirius. On the 
different days of the year, each hour, 
according to this difficult method of ca! 
culation, might be determined by a cer- 
tain fixed star. 

After that people began to use the 
sun-dial, which measured time by means 
of the motion of the sun's shadow. The 
sun-dial is an instrument of great an- 
tiquity, for it is referred to in the 
Bible (Isaiah 38:8), and it has been esti- 
mated that the dute of this sun-dial 
would be about 700 years before the be- 
ginning of the Christian era. 

The first sun-dial of which -history 
distinctly tells us is that of the Chaldean 
astronomer, Berossus, who probably 
lived about 300 B. C., ; 

Then, and for many years afterward, 
the art of constructing sun-dials to suit 
any place and situation was an impor- 
tant branch of mathematical study. 

The sun-dial, as invented by this Be- 
rossus, remained in use for many cen- 
turies, four of these having been found 
in Italy in modern times. One which 
was discovered at Tivoli, in 1746, is be- 
lieved by some to have belonged to 
Cicero. 

People used hour-glasses, too. The 
hour-glass is made of two elass bulbs, 
united by a narrow neck, and the whole 
being in shape like the figure 8. One 
of the bulbs is nearly filled with sand, 
which is fine enough to run slowly 
through the neck, from one bulb to the 
other. When it has all run down, you 
know that an hour has passed, or per- 
haps a minute—for there are minute- 
glasses, too.

Then there came the invention of the 
time indicator, with hands which move 
by the action of falling weights, in- 
stead of falling water. 

When this invention of the first true 
clock was made is uncertain, as it ss 
claimed by many peoples from the Ch’‘- 
nese in 2000 B. C. to the Germans of the 
Eleventh Century. But, however that 
was, there fullowed a jong line of inter- 
esting and quaint old clocks, some of 
which you may still see today in the 
Old World.
